President Signs Proclamation Which 


Makes Oklahoma a State and 


She Becomes a Sister. 


STATE OFFICERS SIRN IN AT GUTHRIE

Washington, Nov. :16.—A new star , 


•was added to the American flag today 
by the admission formally into the 
union of the state of Oklahoma- Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at 10:16 o'clock this 
morning signed the proclamation ad- 
mitting the territories of Oklahoma 
and Indian territory jointly as one of. 
the American states. 
Little formality attended the cere- 


mony which meant so much to the 
people o£ the two territories. In ap- 
pending his signature to the procla- 
mation the president used 
a 
pen 


formed from a quill plucked from the 
wing of an American eagle. The pen 
will be deposited with the Oklahoma 
Historical society. 


There was absolutely no ceremony 


connected with the 
signing 
of the 


proclamation. 
The act was done in 


the cabinet room, to which had been 
admitted Senators Carter and Dixon, 
of Montana, and Warner, of Missouri, 
besides a number of residents of Okla- 
homa, most of whom are connected 
with 
government 
departments 
in 


Washington and newspaper represen- 
tatives.President Creates a State. 


It. was exactly 10:16 o'clock when 


Secretary Loeb threw open the double 
doors leading from the 
president's 


private office. 
He had-the proclama- 


lion in his band which he laid on the 
large square blotter at the president's 
position at the head of the cabinet 
table. The president, entered and took 
Ills scat at once, was handed the long 
eagle quill pen by the secretary, and 
himself lifting -the lid from the ink- 
stand, dipped the pen and wroto his 
name in largo letters, the pen making 
an audible scratch with each move- 
ment. When he had finished his sig- 
nature the president picked "P a small 
blotter with which he 
blotted 
his 


name and then looking up, exclaimed: 


"Oklahoma is a slate." 
At this instant Albert Hammer, ot 


Kn!d, Okia.. u clerk in the land office, 
stopped forwar-1 anil asked: 


•'.Mr. President, may I have -that 


Uottcr?"

Many Pens at His Disposal. 


The president picked up the small 


blotter and handed It. to Mr. Hammer 
with the remark:. 
"There were more requests for me 


to use particular pens than there arc 
letters in my name." 
The blotter contained a distinct im- 


pression of the president's signature 
reversed. The signing .'-nd all the in- 
cidents connected therewith occupied 
bat ono minute and at their conclu- 
sion the president bowed himself back 
into his private office 
with the re 


mark: 
"Good morning, -gentlemen. 


The slight delay from the original 


plan of having the proclamation sign- 
ed at exactly 10 o'clock is explained 
simply by the statement that the pres- 
ident was occupied with his mail up 
to the time he actually signed the doc- 
ument. 
No significance is attached 


to the sixteen-minute delay. 


Text of the Proclamation. 


Following is the text of the procla- 


mation: 
"By the president of the Ijmted 


States ot America. 


"A proclamation. 
"Whereas. The congress 
of 
tho 


United States did by an act. provided 
on tho sixteenth day 
ot 
.lune, one 


thousand nine hundred and six. pro- 
vide that the inhabitants of tho terri- 
tory of Oklahoma, and of the Indian 
territory, might, under and upon the 
conditions prescribed in said act. adopt 
a constitution and become the state 
of Oklahoma. 


"And whereas, by the said act pro- 


vision was duly made for the elec- 
tion ot a constitutional convention to 
form a constitution anil state gov- 
ernment for tho said proposed state; 
and whereas, it appears from the in- 
formation laid bcforo me that such 
convention was duly elected and such 
constitution and slate government 
wore thereby duly formed. 
"\nd whereas, by the saw act. the 
Buiiwnyentlon.wiiE further •author- 
ised and empowered to provide by 
ordlancc for submitting the said con-

"The American roads are hnilt ex- 


cellently. It is astonishing to sou with 
what simple means tho Americans set 
splendid results oven where money is 
lacking. 


"We were astonished at the 


development of electrical roads in In- 
diana and the thinly settled states like 
Oregon." 


Hen- Wiltftelil. further remarked 


that the visit of the German experts 
will have practical results. Their ob- 
servations in th« United States will 
bo utilized in electrifying the Berlin 
and Suburban roads. 
Work mi the 


plans for tho improvements has al- 
ready been begun, but will require 
several years to finish.

fore noon today. The executive oath 


was given by Leslie G. Niblack, a 
newspaper man. The

gie library, there being no state build- 


i og here. 
Following prayer by a clergyman, 


the proclamation of President Roose- 
velt admitting Oklahoma and Indian 
territory into the union was read by

auguration, was brief and closed ns 
follows:

"In its course through the day the 


sun will have lighted tho pathway of 
a million and a half people emerging 
from the disorder and the discontent 
of bureaucratic government, restricted 


, to tho point ot helplessness and ncg- 
loctW to the limit ot oppression. Into 
a condition of liberty in self-govern- 
ment; wo are not assembled here to 
worship the public officer who con- 
reded our rights, particularly when 
wo reflect that long ago, from every 
standpoint of population, wealth and 
intelligence, this era was entitled to 
all the blessings and 
privileges of 


statehood, and now to thank the pub- 
lic officers in ever gracious terms who 
have finally performed a long and un- 
justly deferred duty would be In the 
nature of hugging tho feet of a dila- 
tory debtor who Anally pays his just 
Indebtedness." 


State and Federal Relation*. 


Governor Haskell discussed the re- 


atlons between the state and federal 
overnmonts and continued: 
"It*ls with regret that we notice a 
isposition on the part ot some high 
n authority to look upon the constl- 
ution of the United States itself as 
ven a little thing, to be used when it 
meets the wish of its executor and to 


e construed and bended when at va- 
iance. There is no more dangerous 
practice to be tolerated In any public 
fllcer, T care not whether he bend it 
or a good purpose or for a bad pur- 
IOSP, than to assume trte right, to con- 
tnic 
I he constitution from time to 


imo to meet his own desires. 


Urges Drastic Measures. 


"Those anxious to centralize power 


n the federal government, must blush 
when we review tho conditions under 
which wo have lived for years. Tho 
umber trust, the coal trust and other 
like combinations have fattened by 
unrestricted robbery of our people." 
Governor Haskell dwelt upon ivhut he 
termed tho oppression of the country 
[)>- the trusts and then discussed the 
financial situation, saying:

can look for immediate relief

Pluck, draw and single a wild goose, then soak in salt 


and water for. twelve hours before cooking. If you have any 
doubts about Its age, cut up an onion, put in the inside, 
sow up, plunge into boiling water, then set back 
on 
the 


stove where it. will simply simmer for an hour, 


Take out, remove the onion, which will have absorbed 


much of the strong wild taste, then stuff the bird with a 
plain bread stuffing or one made of mashed potatoes with 
chopped celery, onion and seasonings to taste. 
Sew up the 


bird, truss and put in a baking dish. 
If the goose is not 


fat enougl to baste with its own drippings, lay at.rips of fat 
salt pork over the breast and tie in place. Put a little water 
in the pan, well seasoned with salt and pepper, and baste 
the bird frequently until done. 
The baking should be in a 


moderate oven and tho bird should be frequently turned so 
as to brown evenly on all sides. Serve with giblet gravy and 
apple sauce.

Miss Myrtle Elvyn to Give Piano Re- 


cital In This City. 


Is America lacking in the produc- 


lon of great musical genius? It was 
the lot of an American woman to draw 
'rom Kaiser William, who considers 
ilmself somewhat, of a judge of mu- 
sic and musicians, a denial of 
I he 


charge that America la in this wise 
deficient. 
After the appearance of 


Myrtle Elvyn, pianist, in the royal 
lialace at Berlin, the emperor declar- 
ed that she was a living refutation of 
that belief, which has obtained some 
popular currency In Europe. 
Three 


years ago Miss Elvyn made her debut 
in Berlin, where she hart been under 
the instruction of Leopold Godowsky, 
to whom she had been sent by the 
late Carl Wolfsohn. of Chicago, Amer- 
ica's greatest exponent of Beethoven, 
after four years of tutoring. She fol- 
lowed this with concerts in Paris, 
London and other European cities and 
steadily and 
surely her reputation 


grew. 
Then she came to her native 


land and made her debut with the 
Thomas orchestra in Chicago a few 
days ago. Her success there was in- 
stantaneous. Press notices were ex- 
ceedingly 
favorable. 
The Chicago 


Journal said among other compliment- 
ary things the following: 


"Miss Elvyn is capable of big things 


in the pianistic world. She is first of 
all remarkably beautiful, and again, 
her pianistic equipment is of the best. 
Her fingers are strong and tipped 
with velvet, her wrists are supple, her 
attach incisive, her rhythm firm. She 
has both poise and repose. Aside from 
a certain nervousness at the outset,

Ascending 
from 
North 
Adams, 


Muss., tho aeronauts expected to go 
in a westerly direction and took with 
them no maps except those of Now 
York state. 
Instead of going west, 


they worn caught by a current that 
carried them ,-icross Vermont and New 
Hampshire. They started at ten min- 


utes after 12 o'clock noon, and landed' 
near New London, New Hampshire, 
at five minutes before 5 in the after- 
noon, making a flight of about 175 
miles. 
'In all of the hundreds of ascensions 


I have made," said Mr. Stevens. 'I 
have never looked down upon more 
beautiful pictures than we saw as we 
sailed over the hills and mountains of 
those two states. The peaks of the 
mountains were covered with snow 
and ice and tho bright sunlight gleam- 
ing upon them gave a touch of brill- 
iancy and 
contrast that 
altogether 


made up a picture which a mere aero- 
naut finds himself unable to describe. 


"At one time we could count twen- 


ty-eight lakes far below us, and the 
reflection of the sun from them at 
times almost blinded us. One never 
realizes what strange pranks the sun 
plays with the earth and what fantast- 
ic colors and shadows it produces un- 
til one watches the panorama of the 
earth gliding along under a balloon. 
Several times we were so Intent look- 
Ing at these delightful pictures that 
wo came near bumping into the moun- 
tain tops, because the balloon would 


settle as we passed over a valley, and 
suddenly we 
would flnJ ourselves 


drifting squarely up against a lofty 
peak. Then we had to toss out sand 
very quickly and allow tho balloon 
lo shoot up and go over It. 


"Sometimes wo flew so closely to 


the earth that we could talk with the 
people and the expressions of seme 
of the New England 
farmers were 


very amusing. They had never seen 
a balloon before, apparently, and or 
several occasions we saw women and 
children running to their houses from 
sheer fright. 
One old farmer placed 


his hands to his mouth and shouted 
'Drop down jest a mlnlt, I want to 
shake hands with Shntos-Dumont!' 


"Having no maps we could not tell 


exactly where we were, but we knew 
that we passed over Brattleboro and 
Bellows Falls, Vt.. then followed the 
Conneticut river for a time r.nd cnme 
back to Bradford, N. H., and then 
north again to Now- London. Tho at- 
mosphere was quite clear most of the 
afternoon, an 1 at times we could see 
mountain peaks fifty miles distant. 
Tho highest altitude wo reached was 
9,000 feet."

Dainty Dishes for Invalids'Daily Use 


Baked Filet of Sole, Bass, Flounder 


or Haddock. 


Free the filets from skin and bone, 


savins them with the heads as the 
basis for a delicious sauce to go with 
the fish. Make a stuffing, using three- 
fourths of a cup of bread crumbs, two 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, the 
•white of one egg, salt to season, a 
little lemon juice and water to moist- 
en. Spread one-half on each slice of 
flsh and fold the other half over it. 
Put one on top of the other, skewer 
together, sprinkle with fine rasp<"' 
bread crumbs and 
bake fifteen or 


twenty minutes. 
In order to avoid 


breaking the filets when lifting from 
the pan, dip a piece of.cheesecloth in 
olive oil or melted butter and lay in 
the pan before the flsh goes in. When 
done the cloth serves to lift the flsh 
from the pan to the platter without 
letting It crumble. 
To 
make 
the 


sauce, cook the bones, head and skin 
in watfir tn cover. When the lish is 
done, melt four level tablespoonfuls 
of butter over the fire, add four level 
tablespoonfuls 
of flour 
and, when 


blended, stir in a pint of the hot flsh 
stock strained from the trimmings. 
Season with salt and pepper, pour 
over the flsh or reserve in a separate 
sauce boat. If you do not care for the 
bread dressing, 
simply spread the 


filets with a layer of buttered crumbs, 
and over 
that a mixture of finely 


chopped onions, olives, pickles t ;mi! 
parsley. 
Fit 
the filets 
together. 


skewer, or tie, lay a thin slice of salt 
:pork on top, and bake la a liot oven 
about twenty minutes, or until brown, 


• basting often with melted butter. 


fresh water for six hours or longer; 
then rinse, wipe dry and squeeze a lit- 
tle lemon juicu over the flesh side of 
the fish. 
Lay one of the flsh on a 


buttered cloth or tin in a baking pan, 
cover v.-ith a dressing made of bread 
crumbs seasoned with parsley, butter, 
salt, pepper and leiuou juice or thin 
yellow rind; put the other ttsh on this 
dressing and bake, basting often with 
melted butter and hot water. When 
well browned remove to a hot piatler, 
cover the

with 
bread crumbs 


moistened with butter and set in tho 
oven just long enough to brown. 


Broiled Tripe. 


' Tripe is one of the most digestible! 


of dishes and may be cooked and pre- 
pared iu such a way as to make it 
dainty and delicious. 
For broiling, 


honeycomb tripe is best. If it'has been 
in pickle, rinse in colJ water, then 
stew in part rniik an-.l part water be- 
fore broiling. ' Pat dry. season with 
suit and pepper, rub over with olive 
oil or melted butter (the oil is more 
digestible,) drudge lightly with Hour, 
lay on ;i \vir« broiler and brown each 
side lightly over a clear fire. Put on 
a'hot platter, spread with a little but- 
ter and serve at once with a garnish 
of cress and sliced lemon.

Chops, Birds and Dry Fish. 


These are all delicious and most 


delicate when broiled in papqr. Cut 
thick white note paper so ns to make 
a regular envelope or case to Dt the 
article to be broiled. Spread the pa- 
per on the Inside with olive oil, then 
the article to be broiled, salted and 
peppered to taste, should be snugly 
tucked in the case, turning the edges 
over several times and tucking to- 
gether close to the meat. The paper 
will char a long time before igniting

rapidly absorbs impurities unless care- 
fully bottled, and that it must be ster- 
ilized or pasteurized to free it—even 
when fresh—from animal organisms. 


Never let baby's milk stand in an 


open vessel and to have it uncovered 
in a refrigerator or a -window box is 
to invite typhoid fever or other seri- 
ous illness. 
The milk must be cov- 


ered closely and 
kept in glass or 


china, not in tin or other metal.

A woman who gets Into a mt nar- 


rows her own ilfc. You find plenty of 
them doing it, and one criticism of 
professional and jirtlnllc womnu la 
that they are Interested §in only their 
particular line, having ' little, under- 
standing or thought, to give work done 
iiy others. 
_ Tills Is no more true of those than 
of domestic women or those of leis- 
ure. 
A housekeeper is nil too apt 


to have her thoughts revolving con- 
tinually about things of the home ro 
the exclusion of proper and helpful 
matters outside. 


The art student, occupies her mind 


entirely with palette, and brush, and 
you can get. her to talk only "colors" 
and "values." seeing her attention 
wander visibly when some one speaks 
of children. 
It ROCS like tills all 


through the different phases of life, 
and an artist narrows her possibilities 
of good work, a stay-at-home woman 
lessens her own attractiveness, and a 
musician stunts her soul all because 
each thinks only of her particular lino 
and fails to bring into it the good that 
she may get from various kinds of 
knowledge. 


Neither music, poetry, painting, es-

To Pasteurize Milk. 


In preparing it for modifying or 


pasteurizing be sure that all the uten- 
sils and bottles into which it is poured 
are scrupulously clean. The smallest 
trouble that uncleanllness .will bring 
Is sore mouth. Extreme lack of care 
may bring death. 


Bottles while in the water for steril- 


izing should be corked with a bit of 
muslin. 


Pasteurizing mill: is so simple and 


so important 
that . every 
mother 


should understand how to do it. No 
paraphernalia Is necessary for this 
work, for 
all that Is 
required are 


clean bottles, a kettle in which to 
stand them while 
In water and a 


cloth at the bottom of the boiler to 
prevent the glass from breaking. 


In pasteurizing, whether the milk 


has been "modified" or is to be given 


full strength, the process is the same. 
Bottles are filled to within 
a few 


inches of the top and placed In the 
kettle, which should then be filled 
with water. The water is heated to a 
temperature of 155 degrees and the 
kettle full of bottles is then drawn 
back from the fire and left to stand 
for half an hour. At the end of thirty 
minutes the bottles are taken out and 
cooled quickly by letting first warm 
and then cold water run over them. 
Take care that no water leaks in 
through the stopper. 


Keep Baby's Milk Cool. 


The milk should be placed in a re- 


frigerator or other cold place and left 
until needed. 


Milk must be prepared fresh each 


day. Under no circumstances should 
that which has stood over night be 
used. 


After they are emptied the bottles 


must be washed with boracic acid 
water. All should first be rinsed wish 
'cold 
water 
and 
then 
carefully 


cleansed v.'ith hot, in which two tea- 
spoonfuls of the acid is used in pro- 
portion to a good-sized dish pan of 
water. Turn the bottles upside down 
to drain and stand, and rinse again 
before filling with milk. 


Nipples require the same washing 


and should not be put over the bot- 
tles until baby Is ready to use them.

If this suggestion were impelled by a 
catchpenny desire for additional gate 
receipts it would not be worthy of 
consideration. 
Such, however, is not 


the case. 


"Primarily, 
the 
reason 
for 
this 


change is that it would give more en- 
thusiasts an opportunity to see the 
game. 
By insuring the public five 


games many persons living at a dis- 
.ance might be able to arrange to see 
:he fifth game v/ho could not see the 
first, second, third or fourth. Another 
reason for this change ivould be that 
,t would have a tendency to minimize 
;hc effect of luck as regards the ulti- 
mate outcome. 


"Personally, I think six games out 


of cloven would be too many. With 
two championship major league teams 
as they line up nowadays, however, 
there certainly would be no lagging 
of interest in a series of iivo games 
out of nine. With the present sched- 
ule of 154 championship games ample 
time would bo allowed for complet- 
ing such a series. Probably the most 
potent reason for a mutation of this 
character is that the contesting play- 
ers could then share In the first five 
games Instead of in the first four, as 
Is now the case, and, after all, the 
players form the magnet which draws 
the public to the various ball parks." 


Mr. Murphy also paid a tribute to

Declaring that every man owes a 


duty to the church, both.for the help- 
fulness It may be to him and on ac- 
count of the asslstamce his influence 
may be to others, and urging every 
man to identify himself with some 
branch of the 
church organization, 


Hon. Thomas R. Marshall, of Colum- 
bia City,- pleaded for 
the 
best in 


American citizenship in an address 
before the Brotherhood of Andrew and 
Philip at the Third Presbyterian 
church Friday evening. The audi- 
ence was a splendid one, numbering 
more than one hundred men, and the 
brilliant northern Indiana lawyer de- 
lighted and charmed his hearers. 


In beginning Mr. Marshall asserted 


that every man is amenable to law — 
physical, statutory and spiritual— and 
he demonstrated his proposition by a 
line of logical deduction which was 
easily followed. 
Some men delude 


themselves with the thought that by 
remaining outside the pale of 
the 


church they are evading responsibility 
to the spiritual law, yet In the mo- 
ments when one is alone with his con- 
science every man knows such a de- 
iutlon is fatal. 
There are, he said, 


three classes of citizens. There are 
those^who go to the lawyer and ask, 
how far can I go without getting into 
the penitentiary? The second class 
is made up of those -who obey the law 
simply because it is the law, while 
the third and highest type, which Mr. 
Marshall denominated "the automatic 
American," 1? the man who goes for- 
ward through life, safely and securely. 
•without asking what is law and what 
is not law, but doing right 
In. all 


things because It IB right. 
He made an eloquent plea for what 


h«! termed a return to first principles 
—a realization of the pathway point- 
ed out. to the boy as he sat 
on 


mother's knee, an adherence to the 
religious spirit which permeated the 
founders of American ' government. 
•Tl.ere are just two primary causes 
for divorce," said Mr. Marshall. "On<s 
Is the lawyer— he needs the tnonev 
and needs it badly. The second and 
irreatest cause for divorce is the fan 
that husband and wife 
forget the 


days of courtship and the honeymoon 
beneath the old apple tree with tn« 
endearing caresses that marked that 
periodr- In too many homes matri- 
mony has become a mere business 
partnership where the wife runs v.he 
house and the husband makes the. 
•money. Husbands, you don't keep on 
loving your wives enough." 
Referring to the biblical declara- 


tion that "it is a fearful thing to fall 
Into the hands of the living Ood." tho 
-Bnoaker declared that 
it would be 


"^ even a more fearful thins to fall sut 
'of the hands of the living God— to be 
deprived of the courage and the hope 
"«nd the faith and the inspiration that 
comes to man from heart-whole wor- 
ihip of the Creator. Most men, said 
Mr Marshall, who are out of the 
rhurch are out of It for two reasons 
—either they think they are not good 
enough to be in it, or they are stay- 
Ing outside because of those who are 
Inside the church. In either case, he 
said one's plain duty is to get Inside 
the church ; in tho first place to help 
oneself, and in the second place to 
let his influence help those who are 
already in it. 
"After all," said Mr. Marshall In 


conclusion, "there are just two kinds 
of people In this, work— the getters 
and the givers: just two objectl !n 
}|(e__to get or to give, and I tell you, 
men, that the only things >e have are 
those we have given away. We may

Tt Is only four years since, by spe- 


cial enactment that received nearly 
overy vote in both branches of con- 
gress, a law was passed against tho 
salo of alcoholic beverages In the res- 
taurants in the capltol.

are "wet." and 98 are "partially dry." 
The latter expression Indicates that. 
the sale of liquor Is confined princi- 
pally to cities nnd towns. In Tennes- 
see there are now only three com- 
munities 
In which liquor 
can be 


bought as a beverage. Those are the

John G. Shedd. a manag- 
ing director of the Marshall Field 
company, of Chicago, whose experi- 
ence In the trade extends over more 
than a quarter of a century, says his 
house long ago discovered that the 
customer who had to be taken out and 
treated to liquor before making a 
purchase was not. a good commercial 
risk, and the salesman who could sell 
goods only by the use of this ancient 
method was not worth employing. 


Work In the Colleges. 


Nearly all the big colleges of the 


west and south have felt the influence 
of the temperance movement in the 
last few years. Their students hav« 
been organized Into leagues, and re- 
ports indicate that the membership at 
these leagues Is now forty-eight thou- 
sand. 
They are not necessarily 


bound to total abstinence, bat are 
merely pledged to advance the cause 
of temperance after they leave col- 
lege.

Ho must be Indorsed by five taxpayers 
who own real estate In the town where 
the saloon is located..and no taxpayer 
can indorse for more than ono appli- 
cant. Corporations can hold only one 
license in the corporation's name, nnd 
no persons unsuitable to hold a license 
can be financially interested in a sa- 
loon or be employed by one. In New 
Haven, where there are 470 saloons, 
the law make's it. obligatory for 2,350 
owners of real estate to sign the ap- 
plications. 
Tn Hartford, 
where 222 


places come under the operation of 
the law, 1,140 different, persons are 
required to sign the applications. 


For a dozen years or more every big 


railroad system In the country has 
enforced a rule against drinking by 
their employes, especially those 
In 


the 
operating departments. 
More 


than one million men are Included in 
this rule. On most of the roads the 
employe found 
entering or coming 


from a saloon while on duty Is Imme- 
diately discharged unless he can prove 
that he did not visit the place to take 
a drink or loaf. 


A similar rule has been adopted by 


many large manufacturing establish- 
ments. 
Bank clerks and other per- 


sons employed In actual or quasi fidu- 
ciary capacities are required to sign 
a contract with the companies that 
bond them that contains a clause 
against drinking. The movements of 
all employes of this class are carefully 
watched by detectives of the compan- 
ies concerned, and, regular

are made on every man so bonded. If

Washington. Nov. in.—The Irrever- 


ent expressions the president declares 
are caused by the motto "In God Wo 
Trust" are nothing as compared with 
the jjrofanity* provoked in the Phila- 
delphia mint when the flrst attempt 
was maue to strike the new gold coins 
rom tho St. Gaudens design. 
The presses in the big money mak- 


ng establishment would not work at 
all when run at the ordinary rate of 
peed, end even now, after the intro- 
duction of special devices to overcome 
his difficulty, conditions are far from 
satisfactory. 
Even at the Philadel- 


ia mint where tho machines used in 


making gold eagles have been altered 
o handle the new high relief'dies, the 
work of turning out the coins is slow 
and expensive, while at the New Or- 
eans, Denver, and 
San 
Francisco 


mints it is Impossible to make the new 
coins at all. 


Special Machinery Needed. 


The principal difficulty, from a me- 
hanical standpoint, is that the de- 
sign for the new coin provides for an 
oxtremcly high relief on both sides of 
he piece, and the ordinary coin press 
ised in the mints is incapable of turn- 
ng out tho coins in perfect condition. 


It was found immediately that r.oth- 


ng hut a medal press could be used 
successfully, without altering the ma- 
chinery, and to turn 
out $10 gold 


>ieces at tho slow rate of speed ac- 
complished by a medal press would 
make the coins so expensive that they 
could not be produced for general cir- 
culation. 


Therefore the machines 
used 
on 


this particular coin have been pro- 
vided with a mechanical attachment 
which permits the presses to be ru,, 
at somewhere near the usual rate of 
speed. 


It is an open secret now that the 


new coin designs are not distinctly 
the work of Augustus St. G.«:dens. 
the noted sculptor, nt nil. The fact 
is tho coin lias been changed In two 
or three respects from the designs of 
tho late sculptor. 
Even 
after 
the 


sculptor had flulshe'! his work modi- 
fications were made 
which 
utterly 


changed the appearance of 
tho fin- 


ished coins. 


Change Needed In $20 Design. 


Preparations are now being made to 


produce the double eagle, or $20 gnld 
piece, after the new design, but the 
design will have to be changed, or at 
least an entirely new effect will have 
to *•?. imparted to It to make Ihc coin 
acceptable In business and in order 
that It may be produced economically 
by the mints. 


A few pleroR from the double eagle 


design already have been struck, and 
tboy present n much worse appear- 
ance than the eagle plcco to which BO 
mtio.li oojectlon has been mndo.

one tide of the $20 piece boars tho 
stand'n.s: female figure of liberty. hold- 
Ing In one hand a torch and In the 
other an olive branch.

Pattern Coins Do Not "Stack." 


The $20 piece also differs from the 


$10 coin In that tho words "E plurlbus 
unum" appear on the edge of the coin 
alternating with stars 
to represent 


the states of the union. 


After the design for the $10 piece 


was approved It was found that 
coins would not. stack, and so were 
•mftt for circulation. 
At about the 


same time the Philadelphia mint a-i 
thoritles called attention to tho fact 
that the relief of the coin was so high 
that the piece would last only a few 
months In general clrculgtlon so great 
would be the damage from abrasion 


Accordingly it was decided to re- 


duce the relief presented by tho head 
and tho strutting cngle, and in-addi- 
tion to this It was decided to erect 
around th«j edge of the coin a high 
line or ring as a further protection 
against abrasion. 


The $20 piece, nominally designet 


by St. Gaudens, will have to be treat 
ed to a similar process, for the firs 
pieces struck have convinced the min 
authorities that the coins would las 
only a short time In circulation. 


The president has no power at pres 


cnt to change the appearance of th 
silver coins, as the statutory twenty 
five years have not elapsed since th 
present design was adopted and exe 
cuted.

Hitherto few well known 
actors were out of engagements in 
November. Those who had parts in 
the Broadway failures retrieved them- 
aolvos by road engagements, or else 
by joining a new cast. But this year 
'oven an Australian engagement is 
welcomed. 
Chary of New Productions. 


Managers for the last three weeks 


have been chary of launching new 
productions, it is said;' Their loss of 
confidence is no more due to financial 
conditions than to the growing dis- 
trust of established playwrights. 


Daniel Frohman said today that he 


considered the outlook extremely seri- 
ous, the lack of satisfactory plays, the 
sterility of playwrights and the con- 
struction o£ too many theaters having 


brought about a dangerous condition j 
of affairs in the theatrical world.

f~T\ HERB are probably very few 


I 
farmers who are not aware of 
the Influence of clover root upon 


the succeeding wheat crop. Many per- 
sons have been mystified by the really 
remarkable fact that a field may be 
much richer In nitrogen after the re- 
moval of a heavy crop of clover with 
the larger quantity of nitrogen It con- 
tains than It was before tho crop was 
sown. 


But the fact remains that sufficient 


nitrogen is left In tho roots after the 
removal of a heavy cut to feed the suc- 
ceeding crop of wheat arid feed It " 
In days gone by this fact was recog- 
nized by the farmers of the time as 
one which was the result of experi- 
mental knowledge, even though the 
reasons could not be explained. 


RIGHT KINDf FEEDING 


Conditions Must Be Observed. And No 


Ilap-lmzard Work Will Do. 


GOOD WAY TO STORE POTATOES. 


A good clover plant was obtained by 


high farming, or, in other words, what 
may be termed the high feeding of 
soli, by tho aid of farmyard manure 
of high quality. 


That system of feeding, however, is 


no longer essential to perfect success. 


A clover plant can be obtained and 


< 


a heavy crop harvested by the aid of 
artificials, and. although the soil may 
be almost destitute of nitrogen, the 
element in which clover Is essentially 
rich. It Is not necessary to provide ni- 
trogen through the medium of ma- 
nure, for, as science has shown us 
through the medium of practice dur- 
"ing the past twenty years, clover Is 
able 
to 
obtain 
its own 
nitrogen 


through the inexhaustible supplies In 
the atmosphere, so long as It is pro- 
vide?, with a sufficiency of the other 
foods of which it almost Invariable 
stands in_nced and without which It is 
impossible for it to grow. 


Many such soils are poor In lime, 


while it has become a truism that the 
one plant constituent ot which the 
average agricultural soil is in need is 
phosphorus, and therefore it Is where 
this Is supplied to tho clover plant 
through 
artificial 
means that 
the 


plant is enabled to draw upon nature 
for its supply of nitrogen and not onlj 
to feed itself generously but to pro- 
vldo for the equally generous produc- 
tion of the crop which is to follow it. 


Agriculturists are aware that phos- 


phates aro now obtained In two cheap 


"*- 
and popular forms, one in an acid form 
—superphosphate—adapted 
to 
soils 


fairly rich in lime, the other In which 
the base is lime, therefore adapted to 
eolls which stand In need of lime, and 
known as basic slag. 


Tho wheat plant Is first cousin to the 


grasses: It belongs to the samo natural 
order, and what Is adapted to pro- 


•)t 
mote tho growth of one Is equally 
/ 
adapted to promote the growth of the 
' 
other. 
Thus by tho aid ot artificial 


manure rich In phosphorus tho clover 
plant Is enabled to grow, to secrete 
nitrogen In tho soil, and to feed tho 
succeeding crop of wheat. 


Similarly, where phosphatlc ma- 


nures aro distributed over meadows, 
the clovers present In tho herbage aro 


*• 
encouraged to grow with greater free- 
dom, with tho result that In their turn 
tho grasses aro encouraged, and thus 
two birds, as It were, aro killed with 
one stone. 


Phosphates feed the clovers directly 


and tho grasses Indirectly. Farmers, 
however, who feed high are not al- 
ways In a position to depend upon the 
help of clover root, for cereal crops 
are grown under various rotations, 
•nnd as a consequence, they employ 


: 
phosphates and nitrogen in combina- 
tion, tho one as superphosphate, which 
Is most commonly employed as a 
cereal fertilizer, of this class, and the 
other in tho form of nitrate of soda 


' or sulphate of ammonia. 


• And so It Is with tho herbage of 


, ' the meadow or the pasture. A drcss- 
'- ' Ing of superphosphate at the rate of 


three cwt. per aero on one hand, or ot 
slag at the rate of five cwt. to seven 
cwt per acre on tho other, given In 


r~. 
October or November, followed by one 
•^ 
cwt. of nitrato of soda in the early 
spring is practically certain to Incwsasc 
the crop of the succeeding summer 
to such an extent that, unless the 
weather be extremely unfavorable, a 
handsome 
profit remains after 
the 


manures have been paid for. 


1 
This practice Is no longer In the ex- 


••..'£• 
perimental stage, although there are 
no doubt many farmers who are stll 
unbelievers, and who regard tho em- 
ployment of manures of this charac- 
ter and for this purpose as altogether 
risky. 
The day has gone by when the 


farmer, when urged to use artificials 
replies to the effect that they rob thi 
land. 
Obviously, when nitrate o 


soda Is applied on land in phosphate: 
It scourges it, for it enables the crop 
to extract what phosphates remain, 
leaving nothing behind for a succeed- 


If there Is not sufficient cellar room 


to store potatoes they will keep per- 
'ectly In shallow pits about ten inches 
deep where there Is good drainage. 
Make the pits about three feet wide 
and as long as is necessary. Fill with 
potatoes and then heap the tubers up 
so that they make a cone-shaped pile 
Ike the gable roof of a house. 


Cover them 
with litter, such as 


straw or hay, to the depth of a foot, 
then throw on some of the earth that 
was thrown out when digging the pit. 
Put on enough to hide the straw. Then 
put on more litter and repeat the 
earth covering also. 


Before beginning to cover arrange 


for an opening at one end by making 
a deep frame as for a window. This 
is for convenience in getting the po- 
tatoes while the weather Is still cold. 
This may have an inner shutter open- 
Ing outward and an outsido door, the 
space between being filled with straw. 
It also must have more outside litter 
over, tho door If in a climate where 
the weather gets very cold. 


It Is also well to dig a trench Just 


outside the completed pit considerably 
deeper than the pit Itself so that it 
may serve as a. drain. 


NEW USE FOR THE AUTO. 


A Kansas farmer being short of 


teams to harrow In his wheat this fall, 
attached his harrows to his automobile 
and made ouick work of the Job. 


(By W. Milton Kelly). 


N feeding the steers the object Is 


the same as in all farming opera- 
tions—to get the most profit out 


of the amount of feed that is con- 
sumed and at the same time to utilize 
all of the feed that is produced on th» 
farm. 
To do this It Is oftentimes nec- 


essary to pursue methods to meet the 
conditions regardless of tho most 
rapid gains that it would be possible 
to make. 


It requires more skill to feed to 


meet conditions of the average farmer 
than it does to feed for gains alone 
and the most successful feeders of 
cattle today are men who are able to 
feed for economy as well as for rapid 
gains alone. 


To bo a successful feeder a man 


must study the habits and character- 
istics of his animals, the conditions 
that surround them and the quality of 
the foods that are available, and then 
vary the food to meet the conditions 
that confront him. 


If he has poor shelter and they are 


exposed to cold weather he should feed 
a heat-producing ration. 
When the 


weather Is warm and mild or they are 
In a warm stable or shed give them 
less of the carbonaceous food. 
The 


ration can be varied and regulated for 
economical production and while we 
may not be able to control the mar- 
kets wo may control the cost of pro- 
'duction to a large extent.

Is nothing more Instructive than a 
simple farm experiment with each of 
these manures. 


Whether tho crop be. grain or grass 
.a few carefully prepared tests will 


tell their tale. Supposing the soil Is 
In need of manure, a dressing of nl- 
trato will probably be found to deepen 
the color and Increase the height of 
the straw or of the grass, as the case 
may be; but under such, conditions 
both would bo weedy In appearance, 
while the cex-eal crops would not ob- 
tain any assistance, or, if any, but little 
In tho Increased quantity of grain. 


Similar plants manured with phos- 


phates would toll a different tale, for 
were there no increase In tho weight 
of the straw, there would usually be 
an increase In the weight of tho grain, 
while the grass crop would bo Im- 
proved by tho additional weight of 
leguminous herbage, tho clovers and 
trefoils springing, as It were, Into life 
in response to tho special food pro- 
vided for their delectation. 


If, however, wo add a dressing of 


nitrate to a dressing of phosphate, wo 
find all the difference, assuming that 
tho soil is In need of both nitrogen 
and phosphorus. Tho increase In tho 
breadth of the blade and the height 
of the straw ot the grain crop would 
bo accompanied by an Increase In tho 
number of bushels ot grain harvested, 
while the depth <>C color of the grass

discharge was noticed. He was advis- 
ed to wash the eye with a weak solu- 
tion of Ilsterinc and pure water, and 
make a careful examination to see If 
some foreign substance had not lodg- 
ed In the eye. A few days later he re- 
ported that a large grain of sand had 
imbedded itself In the lower part of 
the eye and was partly cnclsted. 
It 


was removed with some difficulty and 
the mare got well In two or three days. 
Do not rush for a veterinary surgeon 
the moment your horse's eye becomes 
affected, but examine it carefully for 
foreign substances. 
Very frequently 


the trouble can be quickly located.

dairy: 
herd 
buying,

both. The plan of purchasing is prac- 
ticed frequently by those who furnish 
milk to city customers, cows generally 
being bought when mature and Judged 
exclusively by their milk yield. They 
are highly fed and sold to the butcher 
as soon as they cease to be profitable 
milkers. 


The male is of any kind just so that 


he gets the cows pregnant, for tho 
calves are valuable only from the fact 
that they bring the cows fresh and 
they are disposed of as early as pos- 
sible. 


The other extreme is to begin with 


a few well selected cows as a starter 
and build up to the size of herd de-

by judicious breeding.

method takes times—which may be 
mone}'— but It Is the safer of the two 
plans and will bring satisfaction. 


The combination of the two Is what 


brought me the results I desired.

time of moulting. Pouters, Blue Owls, 
and other fancy breeds are not so 
prolific but command higher prices.

ono or two. pairs will have some diffi- 
culty In keeping them home unless 
ho has a pigeon coop If ho has a 
neighbor within two or thrco miles 
with a larger flock. It often happens 
that all the pigeons of a neighbor- 
hood will flock to tho farm where tho 
greatest number of birds belong. 


If you have any unmated male 


pigeons about during the mating sea- 
son you will find that they will give 
you a great deal of trouble by fighting 
nnd in some cases causing the pigeons 
to desert their nests.

plan for beginners to sell tho unmated 
birds and not attempt to mate them.

An old officer said to me some time 


ago, "Though the details ot flgh'tlng 
may change, yet. after all, the great 
formations of battle lines from time 
immemorial 
have 
been practically 


the same. 
The battles of the civil 


war were specimens o£ this forma- 
tion. 
First comes the forward line 


o£ skirmishers. 
These sharpshoot- 


ers are scattered abroad about three 
hundred yards in front ot the main 
body of men. 
These are the men 


who spy out the land and receive the 
first attack and give the main troops 
time to prepare for action. 
Then 
^moa th» main line of battle. Shoul- 
der To shoulder the 
soldiers 
are 


formed, 
sometimes 
in one rank, 


sometimes in two and even three 
ranks deep. 
This 
line 
stretches 


away, with its right and left flanks 
firmly entrenched. 
Then, back of 


the main line of battle, is what we 
old soldiers "used to call the reserve 
force." 
. 
The Station of the Rear-guard. 
"What is the purpose of that re- 


serve force?" I asked. 
"Well," an- 


swered the old soldier, "the general 
in command with his field-glass iakes- 
hts position far to the rear, on some 
eminence 
overlooking 
the entire 


army. 
There he watches the mobi- 


lizing of the enemy. 
He sees -where 


the attacks are to be made. 
Then 


when the crash comes and the charg- 
ing troops are hurled against any one 
part of his lines and that part threat- 
ens to give way the commanding gen- 
eral sends forward 4»is reserve force. 
Then the wavering troops are stead- 
led and the battle goes on, until at 
]a»t the victory Is won by one side 
or the other."i 
"Well," I answered, "the main pur- 


pose of this' 'Rear-guard.' or 'Re- 
serve Force1 Is to keep a large part 
oft-the troops back of the main line 
of battle, to reinforce any part of 
that line which is being overwhelmed 
by too great an attacking 
force? 


"Just that and nothing else." my old 
friend »aid. 
'It is absolutely 
im- 


perative for a line of battle to be 
kept straight. 
If one part is 
de- 


feated, all will be defeated. 
Thus, 


to order to help the wavering troops 
of one part of his line, the command- 
ing general keeps some of his best 
•oldierm by his side in a reserve 
force, to send them forth to succor 
those who are being worsted in the 
conflict." 
"Ah," I awwered, "this 


to tha'flrst time I have ever had a 
clear conception 
ot what Isaiah 


meant in a familiar passage." In the

sition he would have him take upon 
the battlefield. As the .chessplayer 
can move forward his queen and 
knight* and pawns, In order to over- 
throw the stronghold of his antagon- 
ist, to the commanding general must 
hive absolute control of all the army, 
or else there is no practical use for 
a rear-guard. 
And it Is the general 


•wCio has the most perfect control of 
all his troops who can make the most

effective use of his rear-guard. 
V 
Ready for Service. 


But there is another fact 
which 


forces itself upon me. 
God not only 
details us to certain positions in the 
line of battle, but he expects us to 


• 
bear our part well in the heat of the 
struggle, and be ready to suffer with 


i 
fortitude in the conflict. 
He does 


''••<*> 
not send us forth as Christian sol- 
diers lor a dress parade. 
He does 


not want us to while away the pleas- 
ant summer days in a seaside en- 
campment. 
He places us upon the 


line of battle to fight in his name. 
The Christian 
soldier, 
like 
every 


other good soldier, must struggle and 
suffer and boar the pangs of hunger 
and tbrlst and prove his valor by the 
honor marks of many wounds. 
The 


Christian life. Is not a time for sport. 
It is an opportunity for conflict, and 
for warfare, and for attacks, and for 
bleeding wounds, and for suffering 
and agony, and for. grave-trenches. 
And yet to hear some people talk you 
would never 
suppose that 
Christ 


spoke with any meaning 
when he 


;' ' 
said, "Think not that I am come to 
send peace on earth, but a sword." 
Or in that, other passage 
when he 


said, "Blessed are ye when men shall 
frevile you, 
and persecute you, and 


shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely for my name's sake." 
Does that imply that God is expect- 
. 
ins his Christian soldiers to have an 
easy time and not suffer in the strife 
' 
of a bloody battlefield? What com- 
manding general ever placed his sol- 
diers in line of battle, unless he In- 
tended them to fight? 
' Furthermore, does he not place his 
strongest and bravest soldiers in the 


• 
most dangerous places?. A regiment 
may be a small part of the army en- 
gaged, yet the result of the whole 
battle may turn on the way it acts 
in a crisis. 
As Hancock shouted to 


his men as he rode along the lines at 
Gettysburg, when Plcketfs valorous 
columns came surging upon 
them, 


''Men, stand fast; hold the llnea; the 
safety of the whole army 
depends 


\tpbn it. 
You must hold the lines." 


So the Divine Commander details us 
to positions in the line 
ot 
battle, 


where the onslaught may be directed. 
He says, "Take the 
stand 
there. 


Fight there! Bleed there!.If neces- 
sary, die there! Thou art a Christian 
soldier, and Christian warfare is a 
time for unlimited 
sacrifice." 
My 


friend, if you are not today in a line 
of Gospel battle; If you arc not to- 
day suffering for Christ's sake, then 


Dr. N. D. Hillis, in one ot his books, 


tells this 
beautiful 
legend: 
Many 


years ago. a Icing and his -people heard 
of a wonderful region In the far east 
to which they longed to go. and in 
which they wished to settle. 
They 


decided to pull down their tents and 
gather their flocks and herds together 
and 
emigrate. 
But 
though 
many 


things were willingly left behind, the 
king was loath to leave a famous tree 
on the side of which were carved the 
names of his ancestors and the deeds 
of his heroic people. 
But the tree 


was heavy to carry, and the king was 
almost persuaded to leave it behind. 
But there was one youth in his house- 
hold who loved the king and begged 
the honor ot transporting the king's 
treasure. It was a heavy tree to lift, 
but the young man shouldered It. Day 
after day the emigrants journeyed on. 
Because the tree was so heavy, the 
youth at first had to fall behind, and 
often it was late at night before he 
reached the camp. But he learned to 
love his task. Then it was found that 
each day by carrying his burden the 
youth grew stronger. 
Then it was 


found that bis comrades in the en- 
campment who carried the lightest 
loads grew weaker. Then 
it 
was 


found that the youth who oore the fa- 
mous tree was able to carry it easily 
up steep mountains, for this magic 
tree put forth 'clusters of richest fruits 
to quench his thirst. At last, when 
the pilgrims reached the far country, 
in all the tribe there was no one so 
strong and happy as the youth who 
had carried the heaviest load. Then 
said the king and Ills people, "Blessed 
is he who hungers for the hardest 
tasks." So God places all his Chris- 
tian soldiers in tho line of gospel bat- 
tle. 
The men who are 
willing to 


make the greatest lacriflces. and do 
the most valiant deeds for their di- 
vine commander, are tho Christian 
soldiers who grow tho strongest and 
are the happiest, in his dear, service. 
Where are your scars. O Christian 
soldiers? What burdens have you 
borne for him? 
But though tho divine commander 


may detail us to the most dangerous 
positions In the line of battle, though 
he may allow the conflict of life to 
wage fiercely about us, though he may 
let the blows of the enemy 
strike 


heavy and deep, and often fetch the 
heart's blood, yet he will never allow 
us to be overwhelmed sjid defeated If 
we trust him and do wh»t he wants us 
to do. and rely on his loving care. 
"Whom the Lord loveth 
he 
chan- 


teneth, and scourgeth every one whom 
he recelveth." That Is the one rule 
ot service. That is the divine law 
which affirms that every true gospel 
soldier must bear the scwi of battle. 
But the other assurance 1» lust as 
sure and as far-reaching. "God Is 
taithful who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but 
will with the temptation also mnke a 
way to escape, that y<t may be able to 
bear It."Reserve In a Crisis. 


Here is a picture of the line of bat- 


tle. Yonder are tho two flanks ot the 
army, thoroughly entrenched and pro- 
tected from the line of fire. Here Is 
tho center of the army made up of 
men with stern faces 
fighting 
for 


their lives. Again and again the ene- 
my charges. The brigade and the di- 
vision commanders become frightened. 
Away their staff officers 
gallop 
to 


headquarters begging and beseeching 
for reinforcements. 
"We must have 


more troops or we are lost!" IB the 
cry. 
But the far-seeing eye of the 


commandjr-In-chlef sweeps the field 
with his glass and answers, "Not yet! 
The rear-guard must be held in leash 
for a while. Not yet! Go back to 
your generals and tell them to hold 
their positions a little longer." Still 
the battle rages. But just as the ene- 
my have concentrated their fires and 
moved forward on a grand charge, 
then the commander says, "Order up 
the rear guard. This is the psycho- 
logical moment.- Now let the great 
forward Movement be made." 
Then 


the reserve force, like a great ava- 
lanche, sweeps on and the charging 
force is halted. 
Then the eneivy is 


driven back. Then the 
charge 
is 


turned into a rout and a ilylng mob.- 
So It is with the divine commander. 
He lets us struggle on and on. He 
lets us struggle until all seems lost. 
Then with a mighty clarion call he 
moves up his reserve force and turns 
our impending defeat into a glorious 
victory- For "the God of Israel shall 
be your reward." O Christian, soldier, 
is not this military figure the picture 
of your past lite?

Are you doing for others as your 


Jhrlstian parents and friends In the 
past have done for you? Thus Isaiah, 
seven hundred years before Christ 
was born in thy? Bethlehem stable, Is 
enunciating in the words of my text 
;he same gospel truth as Paul, the 
greatest, of the apostles, taught In the 
sixth 
chapter 
of 
Gnlatlans, 
after 


Christ ascended from Mount. Olivet. 
The scenes are almost identical. They 
both represent a struggle. God, the 
great commander-ln-chlef, Is deUiling 
us to certain duties. Thus Paul, as he 
sees a great load 
upon 
our backs, 


says, "Every man shall bear his own 
burden.". That meaua, God expects 
us to stand in the difficult places on 
the lino of battle. Then Paul says in 
the same chapter, "Bear ye one an- 
other's burdens, and so 'fulfil the law 
of Christ." That means, every Chris- 
tian soldier shall be a rear-guard to 
every other Christian soldier. Then, 
over those two commandments, the 
Psalmist writes these words: 
"Casl 


thy burden upon the Lord and he shall 
sustain thee." So God will help us 
bear the burdens of life, while we try 
to boar'our own burdens and the bur- 
dens ot our dear ones. "For ye shall 
not go out with 
haste, nor go by 


flight;-for the Lord will go before you 
and the God of Israel will be your re 
ward." 


The larger the army of abstainers, 
tut? less ueuiuiiu luei'y will bw urr in- 
toxicating drinks. Cut off customers 
from the saloons and the liquor busi- 
ness will decline. Stop the flow of 
money to the dramshops, and there 
will be a great and increasing de- 
mand for groceries, provisions, cloth- 
ing; furniture, houses and lots. Ben- 
jamin Franklin 
said: 
"Temperance 


puts wood on the flre, meal in the bar- 
rel, flour in the tub, money in the 
purse, clothes on the chjjdren, vigor 
in the body, intelligence in the brain 
and contentment in the house." 


The temperance pledge Is a helper 


to the poor, bringing food and raiment 
to their door, says Rsv. Francis J. 
Collier, D. D.. in a pamphlet issued by 
the Presbyterian committee on tem- 
perance; It Is a shield to the Innocent, 
giving protection against the assaults 
of the tempter; it is a staff to the 
drunkard, aiding him to walk in the 
path of sobriety; it is also a personal 
testimonial, commending the signer to j 
those who de.sire the services of one 
who is worthy of conndence and re- 
spect. 


The pledge was first used In this 


country in 17S9. at. Litchfleld. Conn. 
In its first form, however, it proved to 
be of little value In the promotion of 
temperance, since it allowed the use 
of malt and fermroted liquors. In 
1833. the pledge of total abstinence 
from every Intoxicating beverage was 
introduced from England. Thousands 
of persons, old and young, who heard 
the earnest and eloquent pleadings ot 
Father Malhew and John B. Cough, 
signed their names to the pledge ot 
total abstinence from the use of all in- 
toxicating liquors as a beverage, and 
kept it faithfully. 


Objections to the use of the pledge 


are sometimes made, even by some 
good people, who favor the cause of 
temperance. One says: "It is not 
right to take a pledge of any sort." 
This cannot be true. In ancient days, 
the Nazarites pledged themselves, 
among other things, not to drink 
wine. Samson, Samuel and John tho 
Baptist were Nazurltes. Jacob vowed 
to give one-tenth of his income to the 
Lord. Paul took a vow when he went 
the last' tl me to Jerusalem. Wo be- 
lieve it Is right to take marriage vows 
and church vows. Ministers, elders 
and deacons assume vows when they 
are ordained. So do civil magistrates 
when they are inaugurated, and the 
officers of various societies when thoy 
are Installed. All business contracts 
and all. promissory notes are pledges. 
The life of tho Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety is in it* pledge. 


Children should be encouraged 
to 


sign the temperance pledge. They 
are In danger of entering the paths ot 
the destroyer. Boys are sometime! 
found In a state of Intoxication. A 
saloonkeeper was caught in the act ot 
giving beer to children returning from 
school. 


Let all bear In mind that the pledge 


Is a declaration of Independence; a 
shield for protection; a refuge 
for 


safety; a HfebSt to rescua the perish- 
ing. The signer has made up his 
mind that he will not he a drunkard; 
that he will not take the risk of being 
a moderate drinker, knowing tho 
rapid growth of appetite; that he will 
not bring disease upon his body and 
mind by the use of alcoholic liquors; 
and that he will not set a bad exam- 
ple to others by' drinking. When 
asked to drink, he can say: "You 
must excuse me; for T have signed 
the pledge, and I Intend to keep it." 
The pledge fortifies the weak in the 
hour of temptation. It has kept thou- 
sands of young persons from becom- 
ing drunkards, and 
It has helped 


many Intemperate men and women to 
reform. The method used by Father 
Mathew, John B. Gough, Dr. Theodore 
L. Cuyler and others with good re- 
sults should not be neglected or des- 
pised.

opium thai. Is developing they will be 
valuable allies. In India, for example, 
there are hundreds of temperance so- 
cieties In which Hindus: T3tiddhtsts, 
Mohammedans 
and 
Christians 
aro 


unitedly fighting the licensed 
drink 


shops by which tho government, most 
unwisely is allowing the one supreme 
virtue of tho native faiths to be tram- 
pled on, to tbn grievous offense of the 
best, native citizens, and that too at a 
time when occasions for criticism of 
tho government, and incentives to so- 
cial unrest should be most, carefully 
avoided. 


China, ranks first in tho world in pro- 


hibition of the. sale and use of intoxi- 
cants, which Wu Ting Fang, when re- 
cently Chinese minister to the United 
Stales, told me, had been the general 
policy of China since tho fourth cen- 
tury. In some reigns the use of the 
simple native, wines was allowed at 
festivals,, when they were taken more 
as a confection 'ban as an intoxicant-. 
Indeed, drunkenness among the Chi- 
nese is so infrequent that President 
James B. Angell, after 
serving 
as 


American minister in China, said he 
"did not see three drunken Chinamen 
in a year." We found but. two tem- 
perance societies in China, one for 
British soldiers, the other for children 
in an American mission. But beer, 
largely of American introduction. Is 
coming in just as opium is being sup- 
pressed in all eastern Asia by a joint 
commission of 
China, Japan, Great 


Britain and the United States. The 
supreme peril of China's future, next 
to political corruption, is beer, against 
which China should be warned by dis- 
tribution of literature. 


Japan has given the world the most 


perfect sample of legal prohibition in 
it's anti-opium law. When the Philip- 
pine, opium committee studied tho 
Asiatic laws on opium and their, re- 
sults, they reported that revenue 
killed restriction wherever the two ob- 
jects were combined In one measure, 
a.nd 
that. Japan alone was successful 


in anti-opium legislation, wliidh was 
attributed .to the. fact that in Japan 


proper sale and use of opium has long 
been prohibited, except under care- 
fully guarded medical prescription, 
with no attempt to get any revenue 
whatever. 


Although Japan has a long coast, 


ami a largo value of this drug can 
bo concealed in a very small space— 
for example. In the hallow of a- bam- 
boo cane or fishpole — such smuggling, 
which often occurs in Australia, is al- 
most unheard of in Japan, arid the 
severest critics of Japan iu her ports 
admit that the enforcement of tho law 
is almost perfect. It shows what can 
lie done by a vigorous gor«!rnmeiit 
when revenue is not involved. 


All this is of importance to Ameri- 


cans. for congress allowe* the Philir; 
pine government three years, ending: 
March 1, 1908. to gradually reduce tlie 
opium selling; and opium using there, 
but a great revpmie has totally pre- 
vented any tapering off. and may 
make a hard battle necessary in the 
congress about to meet to prevent ex- 
tension beyond that date. Prisoners 
stop their opium at once, and both the 
tapering and the revenue fallacies 
should be turned down hard. Japan's 
greatest peril, like China's, is from the 
introduction of the American beer sa- 
loon. 


Australia. 


Australia's agreeable climate, which 


escapes the extremes ot heat and 
cold, and Its atmosphere, which is 
like champagne "extra dry," and af- 
fords all the simulant any one needs, 
and invites the outdoor life all the 
year, removes all excuse for drinking 
any form of so-called simulants there, ! 
but there are few countries where I 
men take a "nip" of whisky more Ire-! 
quently. Local option, however, start-! 
ing in New Zealand, in eplte ot the', 
handicap of a three-fifths majority re-' 
quirement, is putting new areas every : 
years under "no license." It Is also; 
encouraging that the Importation ot 
opium has recently been prohibited, 
at considerable sacrlflco of revenue, ; 
and that some anti-gambling laws, en- 
couraging though Inadeanatt. hav« 
been passed. 


Canada. 


Of all the large geographical dlvfr 


sions of the world, Canada has not 
only the best. Sabbath observance, but 
also the smallest per capita consump- 
tion of liquors— about four gallons a 
year— leas than one-fourth the figure 
for the United States, whose per capi- 
ta consumption of both the milder and 
stronger intoxicants is only half that 
of Britain and Germany. In plebicites 
to test public sentiment, nearly alVtho 
provinces of Canada, have declnrell in. 
favor of complete prohibition, 
but 


have been cheated out of it. by politi- 
cal leaders, and are now Becking to 
rnako the best of imperfect forms of 
local option, meantime pressing viror- 
nisly efforts to win Individuals to 
total abstinence. 


United States. 


Tho United States, tho leader of tl'o 


movements for total abstinence and 
prohibition, is consuming moro Intnxl- 
cnnti por capita than over lid'oro. but. 
thero are two K!CTM of promism. 'OIK; 
of these is tho decisions of Indian -i 
courts that a saloon, because It is a 
ciuiso of disorder, poverty and crl-ro 
IB a "nulsunco" that can in- ab.-itcd' ';>•-. 
such under common law, mid which 
us such, has no right to a license-, tin- 
ier the principle announced by tho 
United States supreme court in tho 
Louisiana lottery case, that the IcKis- 
laturo cannot bargain away the public 
health or tho public morals.

In for- 
eign lands where prohibition fights 
aro one, sophists seek to give the im- 
pression that prohibition is declining 
In tho United States because the num- 
ber of prohibition states has decreas- 
ed. But wo have had occasion to re- i 
ply that it Is only a change of method. ! 
from state prohibition to local prohl- 1 
bltion. which, In the typical case ot' 
Georgia, has grown to stata prohlbi-l 
(Ion. Tho great need at present la 
that congress should withdraw 
tho i 


federal shield of inter-state commerce; !

Tbe cockntoo, a species of parrot, h 


found in the Malay Archipelago. It 1* t« 
be seen In the white-created, the dull 
grey, wltb brilliant red bead and black 
plumage. Tbe latter specimen Is of glanl 
•lie. It's appearance being sombre in tb« 
extreme. 


One of tbe molt striking feature* of thi 


cockatoo Is It* enormous beak. Thetongn« 
of the cockatoo differ* from that of othet 
parrots in shape and color, being long 
and slender and of a bright red. 


The cockatoo feeds upon .various fruits 


and seeds, and is particularly fond of the 
kernclof tbe canary nut which grows 
nbnndantly In Its country. The manner 
in which the bird reaches the coveted 
kernel shows great Ingenuity, patience 
and wonderful strength of beak and claw. 
The nut Is almost as hard as flint, aud 
the task of possessing the tweet morsel 
hidden away Inside so secure a shell Is 
extremely difficult

last be reaches the delicious kernel wltb 
bis long tongue which Insert* Itself Inside 
tho fissure made In tho shell, and through 
which the meat for a meal is taken in 
tiny bits.
